I ai is, April 25.—As the guest of 
tile city ot Paris 
today, 
Theodore 
Roosevelt was received by the city 
fathers in the Hotel de Ville and was 
the subject of glowing tributes pro­ 
nounced by M. Caron, president of 
the municipality; IM. Deselves, Pre­ 
lect of the Seine; M. Lampuo, pres­ 
ident of the General Council of the 
Seine, and M. Lepine, Prefect of Po­ 
lice. Speaking in French, Mr. Roose­ 
velt expressed his deepest gratitude 
and added: 
‘ You make of me an ideal which I 
can only try to realize in the fu­ 
ture.” 
After an Inspection of the magnifi­ 
cent building, Mr. Roosevelt sat down 
to luncheon between Premier Briand 
and M. Caron, some 200 others be­ 
ing present. Only formal toasts were 
given, and the former President pro­ 
posed a toast to the city of Paris and 
the French people. 
During a visit which he paid to 
the Carnlvalet Museum, Col Roose­ 
velt manifested great interest in the 
original 
revoluntionary 
documents. 
When shown Louis XVI’s order in­ 
structing the Swiss 
Guard 
to 
lay 
down their arms, he recalled laugh­ 
ingly Mark Twain’s statement that if 
Louis hadn't the virtues of a me­ 
dieval female saint there would have 
been a large number of communities 
in the Paris graveyards that night. 
From the museum Col. Roosevelt, 
accompanied by Robert Bacon, the 
American Ambassador, and M. Jus- 
serand, the French Ambassador to the 
United States, visited Notre Dame, 
spending half an hour in examining 
the beautiful vistas of 
the 
Naves \ 
from various points. Owing to lack of 
time the climb to the top of the tow­ 
ers, which rise more than 200 feet, 
had to be abandoned. 
At the opera tonight Col. Roose­ 
velt enjoyed a repetition of the ova­ 
tion which he received at the Com­ 
edic Francais. The house was crowd­ 
ed and many waited in the foyer un­ 
til the ex-President arrived. The op­

Washington, April 2$.—With char­ 
acteristic saber-cuts of Saxon speech, 
Senator Dolliver took 
his 
turn 
at 
slashing the seventh section of the 
Administration railroad bill in the 
senate this afternoon. This is the 
section which repeals the provisions 
of the anti-trust law, so far as it ap­ 
plies to railroads, granting them the 
long-sought right 
to 
make 
traffic 
agreements and putting them in a 
class quite distinct from industrial 
corporations, which will continue to 
be bound, at least in theory, by the 
Storsaaa law inhibition on combina­ 
tions in restraint of trade. 
Was Severest Denunciation. 
Senators 
Cummins, 
LaFbllette, 
Bristow, Clapp, Nelson and all the 
other progressives of the senate have 
already denounced the provisions of 
Sec. 7. But Senator Dolliver’s de­ 
nunciation was the severest, the most 
destructive and the most convicing 
of all and it was punctuated freely 
with indignant and 
sarcastic refer­ 
ences to the author of the railroad 
bill, Attorney General Wickersham. 
and the demand of the administration 
that the measure be put through con­ 
gress exactly as It came from the 
hands of the man who drew' it. Sen­ 
ator Dolliver’s address w'as masterly 
in its handling of the section and of 
the whole question of the attempt of 
the government to secure for itself 
adequate control over the rates and 
the management of interestate car­ 
riers. 
He read a letter addressed to 
him by former Senator William E. 
Chandler of New Hampshire, pointing 
out in clear and succinct form just 
w'hat the seventh section would ac 
complish for the railroads and the 
evils it would work to the public if 
it were permitted to become part of 
the law' as formulated by the Attor­ 
ney General. 
Legalizes Traffic Association. 
Senator Dolliver also went back to 
the old general traffic association 
formed by 
the 
thirty-nine 
leading 
roads of the country and showed how* 
that conspiracy had planned to throt­ 
tle absolutely all competition and 
hold the transportation of the eoun- 
tdy entirely at its mercy. This as­ 
sociation had been outlawed by a de­ 
cision of the supreme court. But it 
would be legalized and would un­ 
questionably be reformed and put in­ 
to operation again if the Administra­ 
tion railroad bill became a law with 
the seventh section in it without some 
such amendment as that proposed by 
Senator Cummins. 
This amendment compels the roads 
to submit all traffic agreements and 
all revisions of 
rates 
under 
such 
agreements to the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission and secure the 
commission’s approval of them be­ 
fore they become legal and can be 
put into effect.

STATE LIBRARY ASSQGIA 


HON FOO COMMISSION 


Oklnhoma in Great Need of a Library 
Commission. 


Oklahoma City, April 25.—The es­ 
tablishment of a state library com­ 
mission in Oklahoma is being enthu­ 
siastically advocated 
by those in­ 
terested in the labraries of the state, 
who are arranging to have the mat­ 
ter presented before the next legis­ 
lature and provide efficient means 
to secure favorable action by that 
body. 
The matter will be given prominent 
importance at the coming meeting of 
the Oklahoma State Library associa­ 
tion, which will convene in Okla­ 
homa City May 5 and be in session 
at the Carnegie library, corner of 
Third street and Robinson avenue. 
An endeavor will be made to secure 
the co-operation of influential per­ 
sons in behalf of the movement and 
institute a statewide campaign for 
such a commission. 
It is pointed out by those at the 
head of the movement that there are 
27 state library commissions in op­ 
eration in the United States, all sub­ 
sidized and maintained by their re­ 
spective states, and that Oklahoma 
is in as great need of such a com­ 
mission, If not greater, than some of 
the states which have such organiz­ 
ations.

Hughes of New York a letter accept­ 
ing a tendered appointment as an As­ 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States. live minutes 
after the letter was handed to the 
President, the nomination 
of 
Gov. 
Hughes w'as on its way to the sen­ 
ate. 
That body had adjourned for 
the day, however, w'hen the papers 
reached the Capitol, and so the sen­ 
ate will not hear officially of the 
designation of Gov. Hughes to suc­ 
ceed the late Justice David J. Brew­ 
er until tomorrow. 
To Take Scat in Fall. 
While it is 
expected 
that 
Gov. 
Hughes will be confirmed with little 
or no delay, it is understood here 
he will remain as the chief execu­ 
tive of the state of New York until 
next October and will not take the 
oath of his new office until the fall 
term of the supreme court which 
opens the second 
Monday 
in 
that 
month. 
There has been much speculation 
ever since it was first intimated that 
Gov. Hughes would be tendered a 
place on the supreme court bench 
as to whether or not his appoint­ 
ment would take him out of the 
fall campaign in the state of New 
York, where all the repubican leaders 
admit that he is sorely needed. 
t r Mi | , x x i 
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President Taft would not discuss 
this phase of the case in any way 
today. He has been anxious to se­ 
cure the best man he could for the 
supreme court vacancy and he feels 
that he has done so. 
He was much 
elated over the success .of his tend­ 
er to Gov. Hughes and tonight said: 
•‘I am very much delighted to se­ 
cure Gov. Hughes for the bench. He 
is a man of 
wide 
experience 
and 
marked ability and it is a mighty 
valuable thing to have no the great 
bench of the supreme court a man 
of affairs. Gov. Hughes is 48 years 
of age, I think, and even if he 


should retire at 70 he will have 
had twenty-two years of solid use­ 
fulness on the bench.” 
Appointment Creates Ha tis faction. 
The appointment of Gov. Hughes 
was received throughout Washing­ 
ton with the greatest satisfaction. 
The annouhcement, however, came as 
something of a surprise, despite the 
fact that it had been generally un­ 
derstood for days that the position 
w'as to be tendered to him. 
President Taft had been warned in 
advance that Gov. Hughes might not 
be able to accept because his service 
as governor of the state of New 
York had practically depleted his 
small private fortune, and he felt the 
necessity of again entering the prac­ 
tice of law in order to earn a com­ 
petence for himself and his family.

din. 
while now and then the tinkle of 
banjos and the high-pitched “coon 
song” told of the efforts ow dusky

guests. The weather is still cold, but 
an appeal to citizens to lend blank­ 
ets met with a ready and generous 
response, and none ‘‘slept cold” in 
the tented city tonight. 


Little Damage From Frost 
Oklahoma City, Ok., 
April 
26.— 
Frost has done little damage in Ok­ 
lahoma, according to J. A. McCabe, 
a cotton expert. In Greer County ^ 
some cotton may have been killed by 
frost, but it is not too late to re­ 
plant. Oklahoma crops have not suf­ 
fered fro mthe weather, he reiterated.

Behind Dr. Hyde’s attorneys sat 
Miss Swope’s sister. Mrs. Hyde, di­ 
recting the fight on her young sis­ 
ter s testimony. Attorneys frequently 
consulted her during the cross-exam­ 
ination of the girl. 
Seated where she could look di­ 
rectly into the eyes of the witness, 
Mrs. Logan O. Swope sat and watch­ 
ed the duel of wits. Her sympathy 
was with the younger girl—the moth­ 
er’s witness against a disliked son- 
in-law. But although her sympathy 
was not with her old daughter. Mrs. 
Swope noticed Mrs. Hyde’s every ac­ 
tion. One moment 'Mrs. Swope would 
smile encouragement to her young 
daughter on the stand and next she 
would gaze steadily at Mrs. Hyde, 
her face set with an expression of 
grim determination. 
Sisters Only Stare. 
It seemed almost a certainty when 
Margaret Swope walked down the 
aisle of the court room today to take 
the witness chair that she was going 
to stop and recognize 
Mrs. 
Hyde. 
She walked within a few feet of Mrs. 
Hyde, faltered slightly, peered anx­ 
iously at her, and passed on. Mrs. 
Hyde, apparently did not see her 
little sister falter. The spectators did 
however, and there was a busy cran­ 
ing of necks to get a good look at 
the two when they saw each other 
for the first tiffie in months.

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Guthrie, Ok., April 24.—On May I, 
by an order of the State Board of 
Health, Oklahoma will abolish the 
public drinking cup. Travelers com­ 
ing to the state or passing through 
will have to provide themselves with 
individual glasses or cups, for when 
a passenger train crosses the border 
into Oklahoma the rule contemplates 
that all drinking vessels of public 
chaiacte1' shall be gathered and kept 
put away so long as the train is in 
the state. There is nothing in the 
rule, however, prohibiting one trav­ 
eler “loaning” his or her cup to an­ 
other, unless it would be for “com­ 
mon use,” and then the law or order 
would apply. Simila rorders is made 
for public and private schools. 
The rule applying to railroad com­ 
panies includes stations as well as 
trains, and in addition to being pro­ 
hibited from furnishing cups for com­ 
mon use the companies are enjoined 
from permitting it to be done on 
their premises. They are required to 
keep posted above water ocolers a 
warning card with the law printed 
thereon in letters sufficiently large 
so even the casual observer may be 
informed.

mission In Oklahoma IB being enthu- 
siastically advocated by those In- 
terested In the labraries oC the state 
whq are arranging to have the mat- 
ter presented before the next legis- 
lature and provide efficient means 
to secure favorable action by that 
body 


The matter will be given prominent 


Importance at the coming meeting of 
the Oklahoma State Library associa- 
tion, which will convene In Okla- 
homa City (May 5 and be in session 
at the Carnegie library, corner of 
Third street and Robinson avenue 
An endeavor will be made to secure 
the co-operation of influential per- 
sons in behalf of the movement and 
Institute a statewide campaign for 
sucb a commission.

Hughes was on its way to the sen- 
ate 
That body had adjourned for 


the day, however, when the papers 
reached the Capitol and so the sen- 
ate will not heai officially of the 
designation of Gov Hughes to suc- 
ceed the late Justice David J Brew- 
er until tomorrow 


To Take heat In Fall. 


While it is 
expected 
that Gov 


Hughes will be confirmed with little 
or no delay it is understood here 
he will remain as the chief execu- 
tive of the state of New York until 
next October and will not take the 
oath of his new office until the fall 
term of the supreme court which 
opens the second 
Monday In that 


month

Gov Hughes would be tendered a 
place on the supreme court bench 
as to whether or not his appoint- 
ment would take him out of the

by an order of the State Board of 
Health, Oklahoma will abolish the 
public drinking cup.

States—$10,000 Bonus. 


Oklahoma City, April 26.—Extend- 


Ifttt/ Intp the richest farm producing 
aection of the 'state, the Oklahoma 
City Chamber of Commerce, through 
Its board of directors, Monday clos- 
ed negotiations with the officials of 
the Denver. Kingfisher arid Gulf Rail- 
toad company to construct a line in- 
to the northwestern part of Oklaho- 


• ma, which for years has patiently 


awaited the coming of the rail and 
,the engine. The railroad in its agree- 
ment with the Chamber of Commerce, 
agrees to start construction within 30 
days, and upon completion of the road 
as far as Piedmont, 19 miles from 
Oklahoma City, a bonus of $10,000 
is to be paid. The Chamber of Com- 
merce further contracted to allow 
the railroad company to use the ter- 
minal m the' southwestern part at 
the cpity with the agreement that tjhe 
company should pay for its use. The 
proposed road will run from Okla- 
boma City into the undeveloped re- 
gions of the northwestern part of 
Oklahoma, pass thrqugh eleven Okla- 
homa counties, three of which are 
now without railroads, three Texas 
counties and will terminate in the 
coal fields of iNew cvfexico.

line from Oklahoma 


City within 30 days, in the failure 
of which the bonus and contracts to 
be void. 


The railroad proposes to establish 


an interurban line from Kingfisher 
to Oklahoma City, the cars to he 
run by either gasoline or steam pro-

two hours from the two cities, and 
will «be in operation by Jan. 1, 1911.

censed house mover shall move any 
building through, or along any street, 
or Avenue or Alley in this city, and 
every person shall, before he shall 
receive his license, execute a bond 
to the City of Ada, Oklahoma, In the 
sum of One Thousand 'Dollars ($1,- 
000.00), with 
good 
and 
sufficient 


sureties, to be approved by the 'Ma- 
yor, and conditioned that said per- 
son will pay any and all damages 
which may occur to any pavement, 
street or sidewalk, street-crossing, 
or to any city fire or police alarm, 
telegraph, telephone or electric light 
ing pole, wire, bridge or viaduct, be- 
longing to the City of Ada, Oklahoma, 
whether said damages or Injury shall 
be caused by saia -person or his 
agent, employees or workmen, and 
conditioned also, that said person 
will save aijd indemnity, and keep

Commission. 


Oklahoma City, April 25.—The es- 


tablishment of a state library com- 
mission In Oklahoma IB being enthu- 
siastically advocated by those In- 
terested In the labraries oC the state, 
who are arranging to have the mat- 
ter presented before the next legis- 
lature and provide efficient means 
to secure favorable action by that 
body.

Importance at the coming meeting of 
the Oklahoma State Library associa- 
tion, which will convene in Okla- 
homa City May 5 stud be la session 
at the Carnegie library, corner of 
Third street and Robinson avenue. 
An endeavor will be made to secure 
the co-operation of influential per- 
sons In behalf of the movement and 
Institute a statewide campaign for 
sucb a commission.

HIS APPOINTMENT GIVES GEN. 


EBAJ, SATISFACTION—TAFT 


IS GREATLY PLEASED. 


ANNOUNCEMENT 


AT WASHINGTON 


Senate Considered Appointment Mon- 


day—He Will Succeed Late Jus- 


tice David J. Brewer. 


Washington, April 
25. — President 


Taft late today received from Gov. 
Hughes of 'New York a letter accept- 
ing a tendered appointment as an As- 
sociate Justice ot the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Five minutes 
after the letter was handed to the 
President, the nomination 
of Gov. 


Hughes was on its way to the sen- 
ate. 
That body had adjourned for 


the day, however, when the papers 
reached the Capitol, and so the sen- 
ate will not hear officially of the 
designation of Gov Hughes to suc- 
ceed the late Justice David J Brew- 
er until tomorrow. 


To Take Scat In fall. 


While it is 
expected that Gov. 


Hughes will be confirmed with little 
or no delay, it is understood here 
he will remain as the chief execu- 
tive of the state of New York until 
next October and will not take the 
oath of his new office until the fall 
term of the supreme court which 
opens the second 
'Monday In that 


month. 


There has been much speculation 


ever since it was flrst intimated that 
Gov. 
Hughes would be tendered a 


place on the supreme court bench 
as to whether or not his appoint- 
ment would take him out of the 
fall campaign in the state of New 
«>rk, where all the repubican leaders 
admit that he is sorely needed. 


President Taft would not discuss 


this phase of the case in any way 
today. He has been anxious to se- 
cure the best man he could for the 
supreme court vacancy and he feels 
that he has done so 
He was much

Guthrie, Ok., April 24.—On May 1, 


by an order of the State Board of 
Health, Oklahoma will abolish the 
public drinking cup. Travelers com- 
ing to the state or passing through 
will have to provide themselves with 
individual glasses or cups, for when 
a passenger train crosses the border 
into Oklahoma the rule contemplates 
that all drinking vessels of public 
character shall be gathered and kept 
put away so long as the train is in 
the state. There is nothing in the 
rule, however, prohibiting one trav- 
eler "loaning" his or her cup to an- 
other, unless it would be for "com- 
mon use," and then the law or order 
would apply Simila rorders is made 
for public and private schools. 


The rule applying to railroad com- 


panies Includes stations as well as 
trains, and in addition to being pro- 
hibited from furnishing cups for com- 
mon use the companies are enjoined 
from permitting it to be done on 
their premises. They are required to 
keep posted above water coolers a 
warning card with the law printed 
thereon in letters sufficiently large 
so even the casual observer may be 
informed

City of Ada, Oklahoma. 


Be It Ordained by the Mayor and 


City Councilmen of the City of 
Ada, 
Oklahoma: 


House Movers. - 


Section 1. No pefson, except a li- 


censed house mover shall move any 
building through, or along any street, 
or Avenue or Alley in this city, and 
every person shall, before he shall 
receive his license, execute a bond 
to the City of Ada, Oklahoma, In the 
sum of One Thousand Dollars ($?,- 
O00._00), 
with 
good 
and 
sufficient 


sureties, to be approved by the 'Ma- 
yor, and conditioned that said per- 
son will pay any and all damages 
which may occur to any pavement, 
street or sidewalk, street-crossing, 
or to any city fire or police alarm, 
telegraph, telephone or electric light 
ing pole, wire, bridge or viaduct, be- 
longing to the City of Ada, Oklahoma, 
whether said damages or injury shall 
be caused by saia .person or his 
agent, employees or workmen, and 
conditioned also, that said person 
will save and Indemnity, and keep 
harmless the City of Ada, Oklahoma 
against 
all 
liabilities, 
Judgments, 


damages, costs and expenses which 
may in any wise accrue against said 
city in consequence of the granting 
of such permit or license, or while 
acting under the same, and will in 
all things strictly comply with the 
condition of such license or permit 
Such person, or persons moving such 
building shall cause a sufficient pas- 
sage way for vehicles to pass, to be 
kept open upon one or both sides of 
such building while being moved up- 
on any street, avenue or alley. When 
possible the House Mover shall keep 
the building moving each day unless 
rain render the condition of the road 
impassable.

licensed

mover desiring to remove any build- 
ing from one point to any other lo- 
cation in this city shall apply to the
